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Living Costs Climb 


NEW YORK. While OPA's 
first comeback action was to grant 
“price relief” to thousands of manu- 
facturers, profits in the first quar- 
ter of 1946 reached new heights and 
are expected to continue their dizzy 
climb upward. 


Virtually abandoning any plan of 
“relief” for consumers, OPA’s ad- 
ministration of the new legalized 
inflation price control law is ex- 
pected te increase the cost of living 
at least 20 per cent over June 36th 
levels. 


Although consumers can expect 
rising prices to cut deeper than 
ever into their standard of living, a 
survey in Labor Research Associa- 
tion’s August Economic Notes re- 
vealed that big business looks for- 
ward to continuously booming 
profits. 


In some industries, according to 
a Commerce Department report on 
first-quarter profits, “production 
and sales broke all previous records 
and, with the elimination of the 
excess profits tax and some reduc- 
tion im other corporate levies, it 
was almost inevitable that net earn- 
ings would reach new highs.” 


On the basis of first-quarter 
showings, Poor’s Investment Advis- 
ory Service, discussing retail trade 
profits, predicted that full-year net 
profits “in most instances should at 
least double the favorable results 
reported in 1945.” 

Even in manufacturing, where la- 
bor-management disputes were in 
progress in this period, the results 
were surprisingly good. ‘Almost 
half the manufacturing companies 
included in the tabulation showed 
higher first-quarter profits after 
taxes than a year ago, and more 
than a fourth of those with in- 
creases had gains exceeding 100 per 
cent,” Poor’s reported. 

“Despite pessimism in certain 
Wall Street circles we find the lead- 
ing financial services viewing the 
future quite hopefully,” LRA said. 
Standard & Poor’s Outlook July 
15th predicted both ‘high corporate 
profits and more liberal dividend 
payments while in an earlier issue 
the same investment weekly de- 
clared: ‘Profits in prospect for in- 
dustrial corporations generally over 
the next few years are likely to 
make 1929 and 1937 look small by 
comparisen’.” 

“The more realistic opinion in the 
financial community,” LRA said, 
“is that profits of large corpora- 
tions will exceed any previous level 
and be higher even than the swollen 
net profits of wartime. Rising 
prices will increase profit margins.” 

Although stock prices are ex- 
pected to join the upward trend, 
fear of new wage demands and buy- 
ers’ strikes are credited by LRA 
with keeping the stock market 
within bounds. Tipoff on big busi- 
ness fear of consumer wrath and 
its tacit approval of the new OPA

bill came in an editorial in Moody’s 
Stock Survey July 8th, which said: 

“We believe that some price con- 
trol, particularly with respect to 
the basic necessities of life, would 
have its benefits. The existence of 
‘official’ prices on food, rent, fuel, 
ete.,, would go a long way toward 
curbing social unrest. Some 
semblance of control over manufac- 
tured goods rather than no control 
would also have its beneficial as- 
pects, in that should prices increase 
under a controlled economy, the re- 
sponsibility for the higher cost of 
living would not be placed chiefly 
on the manufacturer.” 

In other words, LRA said, “under 
these circumstances the govern- 
ment agency—OPA or the decontrol 
board—could be blamed and the 
congressmen who lined up with the 
manufacturers against price control 
would not be so openly exposed as 
enemies of the people in the No- 
vember elections.”

REDWOOD STRIKE 
CONTINUES IN 
FULL FORCE 


SAN FRANCISCO—In spite of 
every effort on the part of the 
operators to run the mills in the 
redwood lumber industry, the strike 
continues in full force, and the oper- 
ators have been unable, to date, 
to recruit strikebreakers. 

In their efforts to ship out scab 
lumber, the operators are advising 
lumber dealers and trucking firms 
that the strike no longer exists 
and that they can get lumber with- 
out passing through picket lines. 

Word has been sent to all State 
Federations of Labor requesting 
them to advise their unions not to 
handle any lumber unless it is 
cleared with the Redwood Lumber 
and Sawmill Company, Eureka, 
California. 

The strike of the redwood lum- 
ber workers, who are affiliated with 
the United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners, has the unquali- 
fied endorsement of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor, Humboldt County Central La- 
bor Council, Humboldt Ceunty 
Building Trades Council, and all 
Carpenters organizations through- 
out California. The boycett on this 
unfair redwood is nationwide, and 
the lumber will be “hot” wherever 
it goes. Unionists are expected to 
notify lumber dealers and contrac- 
tors that redwood is “hot”, and that 
union carpenters and other build- 
ing trades mechanics will not han- 
dle, transport or work it.

WAKE ISLAND PAY BILL 
PASSED BY CONGRESS 


SAN FRANCISCO — The bill 
which provides retroactive pay for 
all Wake Island, Guam and other 


construction workers to the date 
of their capture and detention by 
the Japanese, has passed both 


houses and is expected to be signed 
by the President any day. This 
measure, which was prepared by 
the Federation and introduced by 
Senator Downey on November 6, 
1945, amends Public Law 784, mak- 
ing Januaryl, 1942 the retroactive 
date, 

The Federation has been extreme- 
ly busy in support of this measure 
and its efforts have thus been fin- 
ally crowned by success in Wash- 
ington. 

On December 23, 1943, 
amendment to Public Law 784 was 
adopted placing the construction 
workers on a parity with the civil- 
ian employes of the government 
who were captured by the enemy. 
This bill provided full pay for the 
employes of private contractors, if 
this would not exceed the rate to 
civilian employes of the government 
in the same or similar occupations 
Of the money due these workers, 
70 per cent was paid to the depen- 
dnts and the remainder was placed |

WASHINGTON.—A spirited cam-:

August 20-22 when the 
NLRB holds a secret ballot election 
to determine whether the AFL, CIO 
or neither labor organization shall 
represent the men and women mak- 
ing America’s potent atomic bomb. 

Announcement of the election 
date was made by the NLRB here, 
marking the second step toward 
democracy in the 6 by 17 mile area 
that is tightly guarded by U. 8S. 
Army security regulations. 

The first toddling step of the 
area’s residents toward normal ex- 
pression of American democracy 
came August Ist when they were 
permitted to engage in Tennessee’s 
primary election balloting—a privi- 
lege that had hitherto been denied 
them. 

Both the AFL and CIO have had 
a host of organizers at Oak Ridge 
for several months, seeking to en- 
list workers in the three huge 
plants that produce the nation’s top 
secret weapon. 

Under the regulations announced 
by the NLRB and approved by the 
army’s G-2 (intelligence) and secur- 
ity sections, balloting will be on an 
industrial union basis in each of 
the three plants. Ballots of each 
plant will be counted separately at 
the Carbide & Chemicals Corpora- 
tion, Tennessee Eastman Corpora- 
tion and the Monsanto Chemical Co. 

The rival union chiefs on the spot 
in the guarded community near 
Knoxville are AFL Southern Pub- 
licity Director James Barrett and 
Southern Director Cole W. Dannen- 
burg of the Gas Coke & Chemical 
Workers (CIO). 

Barretts’ forces go into the elec- 
tion as the AFL Atomic Trades & 
Labor Council, while Danenburg’s 
local organization is on the ballot 
as the CIO Atomic Workers Or- 
ganizing Committee. 

Each of the production and main- 
tenance workers in the three plants 
will choose between the two rival 
labor groups or mark his ballot for 
neither.

All but two or three of the ballot 
boxes will be on company property, 
inside the reservation. Because of 
this, union watchers will all be se- 
curity-cleared employes of the three 
concerns.

By agreement with the unions 
and the companies, the army and 
NLRB permitted the election with- 
out a hearing, with no inqutry into 
the question of imterstate com- 
merce. 


Petitions for the election were 
filed with the number of employes 
marked “unknown,” and the type of 
product similarly unidentified al- 
though it is now common know- 
ledge that the bomb is made at Oak 
Ridge. 

While at one time the A-Bomb 
plants there had some 40,000 work- 
ers, the joint payroll now runs to 
only 20,000 and possibly less than 
15,000 will be certified as eligible 
voters.

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AFL Wins Over One Billion Dollars 
In Wage Gains Without Strike 


Since V-J Day, the American Federation of Labor has made 
an outstanding record in sound industrial relations. We have} 
won gains in yearly income for American workers totalling well | 
over $1,000,000,000 and these gains have been won entirely 
without strike. (Note: This is only part of our total gain.) More- | 
over, the thousands of collective bargaining negotiations which 
won these gains have built up a better relation between ‘our 
members and their employers.

RENT INCREASES, (California's Disability 


EVICTIONS UNDER 
CONTROL OF OPA 


Frank C. MacDonald, general 
president of the State Building and 
Construction Trades Council, states 
that rent increases and evictions 
are now subject to OPA regulations. 
In confirmation of this statement 
he calls attention to the following 
letter of Fred B. Wood, legislative 
counsel of California: 
Office of Legislative Counsel, 
Sacramento 2, California, 
July 24, 1946. 

Honorable Gardiner Johnson, 

Member of the Assembly, 

State Capitol, 

Sacramento, California. 

Necessity for State Legislation if 
Federal Rent Control Law is En- 
acted, No. 7776. 

Dear Mr. Johnson: 

Supplementing our letter of July 
24, 1946, Section 18 of the proposed 
act reads in part: 

“(2) All regulations, orders, price 
schedules, and requirements under 
the Emergency Price Control Act 
of 1942, as amended, and the Stabil- 
ization Act of 1942, as amended, 
which were in effect on June 30, 
1946, shall be in effect in the same 
manner and to the same extent as/ 
if this act had been enacted on 
June 30, 1946.’ 

Conseouently, the regulation of 
the OPA requiring that a certifi- 
cate be obtained by the landlord 
before beginning an eviction pro- 


that time, will be again effective. 
Even though such regulations might 
not be legally retroactive, they will 
again become operative upon the 
adoption of the act. 

Sections 789 and 790 of the Civil 
Code provide for a 80 day notice] 
and Section 790 reads: | 

“After such notice has been 
served, and the period specified by 
such notice has expired, but not be- 
fore, the landlord may reenter, or | 
proceed according to law to recover ; 
possession.’ 

Consequently, even if the regula- 
tions should be held not to be retro- 
active, they will not permit the 
bringing of the action after adop-} 
tion of the Federal act without the 
required certificate, and as no ac- 
tion which was based upon a 30 day 
notice could have been begun prior 
to that date, all actions for eviction 
would again become subject to the 
control of the administrator.

Unemployment 


Compensation 


Program To Start This Year 


SAN FRANCISCO — California's | 
disability unemployment compensa- 
tion program will become available 
to nearly 3 million persons not la- 
ter than December 1, 1946, as a re- 
sult of Congressional action last 
week which permits the return to 
the state of 104 million dollars con- 
tributed by California workers dur- 
ing 1944 and 1945. 

Two bills, N. R. 6576 and H. R. 
6577, originally introduced in the 
House by Mr. Voorhis of California, 
amended provisions of the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act and the So- 
cial Security Act so as to authorize 
any state to use amounts of its 
unemployment fund to pay cash 
benefits to individuals who are un- 
employed as a result of illness or 
non-industrial acqidents. ar eee 


| Knowland of California was suc- 


cessful in putting these provisions 
through as amendments to the om- 
nibus Social Security Bill, which 
has now become the law. 

Approximately 90 days must pass 
after the bill is signed by President 
Truman before the funds will be 
available for requisitioning by Cali- 
fornias Employment Stabilization 
Commission. 

This successful Congressional ac- 
tion, which permits the return of 
104 million dollars, will allow Cali- 
fornia to launch its program by 
December 1st rather than May 21, 
1947, which was the date provided | 
in the original measure passed at 
this year’s special session of the 
legislature. 

Immediately after the state legis- 
lature adopted the measure, the 
Federation went to work to obtain 
federal legislation that would per- | 
mit the application of its provisions 
in as short a time as possible. This 
was indicated in’ the resolution 
dealing with the two measures in- 
troduced by Mr. Voorhis, which | 
was submitted by the Executive’ 
Council of the Federation to the 
44th Annual Convention. 

Disability insurance will be paid 
through 15 offices to be located in 
stragetic cities throughout the state, 
according to James C. Bryant, 
chairman of the California Employ- 
ment. Stabilization Commision. 
These offices are being established 
in Bakersfield, Chico, Eureka, Fres- 
no, Los Angeles, Oakland, Redding, 
Sacramento, San Bernardino, San 
Diego, San Francisco, San Jose, 
Santa Barbara, Santa Rosa, and 
Stockton. 

Unlike the Rhode Island plan, the 
California disability program in-

the state plan. He stated that if 
private business can do a better 
job than the state in such a field 
as this, the competition of the 
voluntary plans will be welcomed. 

The unions are requested to sub- 
mit to the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor any proposed volun- 
tary plan in which they may be 
interested. Because of thé great 
number of technicalities involved, 
and in order to protect the best 
interests of the union and its mem- 
bership, it is important that the 
Federation analyze the plan. 

The 1 per cent employe contribu- 
tion under the Act, which hereto- 
fore has been deposited in the Un- 
employment Insurance Trust Fund, 
now constitutes income for the Dis- 
ability fund, which is in the cus- 
tody of the State Treasurer. 

The Federation is meeting with 
the California Employment Stabili- 
zation Commission to study all the 
details of the new plan, and a letter 
of explanation will be sent to all 
the unions upon the completion of 
those meetings and when all the in- 
formation and data will have been 
properly assembled. 


HALF AMERICA’S 
FAMILIES RECEIVE 
LESS THAN $2,000 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-Nearly 
half of America’s families have in- 
comes below $2,000 a year, and two 
out of three of them receive less 
than $3,000, it was revealed in a 
joint survey of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Bureau of Agricul- 
ture Economics. 

The figures represent the com- 
bined income of all members of 
each family are based on 1945 in- 
come before taxes. As 1945 was a 
record year for individual income, 
the current average is believed to 
be less than shown in the survey. 
About one in 10 families had pooled 
incomes of $4,000 to $7,500, and only 
one in each 33 or 34 had joint in- 
come totaling more than $7,500. 

These findings supplemented ear- 
lier announced results showing the 
mass of American families had ne 
substantial amount of quickly cash- 
able assets and two out of every 
five average less than $40 each in 
saving bonds, other securities and 
bank deposits. 

The new report showed the finan. 
cial condition of the families which 
constituted the Median, or middle- 
group, in each income bracket as: 


Under $1,000—Median income, 
$600; Median assets in savings 
bonds, other securities and bank 


deposits, $20. 

$1,000-$1,999—-Median income, $1,- 
500; median assets, $230. $2,000. 
$2,999—Median income, $2,400; me. 
dian assets, $470. $3,000-$3,999-—-Me. 
dian income, $3,300; median assets, 
$900. $4,000-$4,999—-Median income, 
$4,300; median assets, $1,450. $5,000- 
$7,499-Median income, $5,500; me- 
dian assets, $2,700.

HOOK ASKS SENATE 
PROBE OF 
RAILROAD PROFITS 


WASHINGTON. — A call for a 
Senate investigation of the war- 
time profits of American railroads 
was coupled with a vigorous de- 
fense of President A. F. Whitney 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen (unaffiliated) in a speech 
before the House July 29th by Rep- 
resentative Frank Hook (D, Mich.). 

Hook charged the railroads “are 
owned by a handful of anti-labor 
and greedy banks’ and that during 
the war, despite capacity loads they 
failed to lower rates. 

“The Mead (war contracts 
vestigating) committee should 
make public the amount of busi- 
ness the railroads did with the gov- 
ernment and the net profit on this 
business. 


The Michigan Democrat charged 
that in 1944 the carriers realized a 
net profit, after taxes and fixed 
charges, of almost $700 million and 
that in 1945 the figure was $450 
million. 

‘Despite all this, the railroads 
are still crying the blues. The rail- 
roads now have the gall to ask for 
a flat 25 per cent increase in their 
rates, a request pending before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.” 

As to the railroad strike last May, 
Hook said it was caused by the 
“stubborn and selfish position” of 
the railroads and that their propa- 
gandists directed the attack on 
Whitney. He insisted that Presi- 
dent Truman’s own blast against 
the union came because “the issue 
was misrepresented to him.” 


Tenth Regional 
Stabilization Board 
Processing Cases 


Following out instructions of the 
National Wage Stabilization Board 
in Washington, D. C., the Tenth 
Regional Wage Stabilization Board 
in San Francisco anounced today 


that it is resuming processing of all | 


violation cases which arose in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, Nevada and Hawaii 
before expiration of the Stabiliza- 
tion Act on June 30th. 

Richard A. Perkins, regional at- 
torney, said this group includes 356 
cases involving payment of unau- 
thorized wage rates in the building 
and construction industry, and near- 
ly 100 other cases involving either 


illegal wage decreases made with- |} 


out Board approval or institution 
of new job rates without Board 
approval. 

The National Board’s instructions 
to its regional boards are 
on a federal law * which stipulates 
that the expiration of a temporary 
statute shall 
of wiping out any penalty, forfei- 
ture or liability incurred under the 
statute. 

While the Stabilization Act con- 
tains provision for criminal penal- 
ties, the Board’s customary policy 


has been to disallow use of unau- 
thorized wage payments in com- 
puting business expenses for in- 


come tax purposes.
